MENGES URGES 
MORE CLOVER 


Points out to Fanners how I b is 
May he Made Valuable 
Source of Revenue. 


“The raising of sweet clover sowed 
ahead of the last cultivation in corn 
jinx up to this time been 
attended 
vs itll more failure 
than successes, mo 
far as my observation has extended’', 
says Franklin Menge.*, soil expert of 
the State Departm ent of Agriculture. 
“ During the past sum m er a Cumber­ 
land county fan n er raised a splen­ 
did crop of sweet clover in his corn, 
which a fte r several hard frosts was 
still growing. 
" I he soil is the Hagerstown clay 
loam of Cambrian limestone origin 
and 
is naturally fertile 
and fairly 
well adapted for raising clovers. The 
-et d vfas sown early 
in -I aly 
an i 
while it germinated well and made a 
•dart in growth it did not grow rap­ 
idly and when examined. August .‘id, 
it 
was 
spindly 
and 
apparently 
very promising. 
When th** corn bo­ 
gan to ripen and no longer shaded 
the ground, the sweet clover stat ted 
and early in November had made a 
growth of over 
thirteen 
thousand 
pounds of green 
stuff to 
th** acre, 
roots and tops which contain from 
to 2,800 pounds o f dry m atter 
hind from -»4 to ob pounds of 
nitro­ 
gen, 
18 to IT 
pounds 
phosphorus, 
18.*; to 50.4 
pounds 
of 
potassium, 
and 28.1 to 28.8 pounds of lime, all 
in organic combination readily made 
available through the agencies of de­ 
cay and th** amm onifying and n itri­ 
fying bacterial activity. 
" lf th*- coming spring will be nor­ 
mal with normal spring weather pre­ 
vailing, the sweet clo v er' v\;ll 
la it 
to grow as soon as the frost is fa ir­ 
ly out of the ground and by the ti mr 
th* land will have to he plowed for a 
second crop of corn, which it is pro­ 
posed to plant here, anywhere from 
six to seven hundred 
jtounds 
more 
dry 
m atter will 
be 
produced 
con­ 
taining the same quantities of fertil­ 
ity, 
enough 
nitrogen, 
phosphoric 
acid, potash and lime in fairly avail­ 
able condition, 
to produce a sixty- 
bushel to the acre shelled corn crop 
in J IHM. 
“All of which has been made pos­ 
sible by raising a sweet chiver crop 
in the corn virtually after the corn 
bad finished its growth, a thing that 
can lie done in aland all soils in fhis 
section of the rtate.”
